cause of Collins' residence. Another 
member of the commission, Harry 
Hines, has an office in Dallas and 
critics of the appointment said it 
would give Dallas and North Texas 
'two of the three commission seats. 
• The governor's second appoint- 
ment, J. C. Hunter, Abilene oil 
man, aroused a storm of criticism. 


;*, in tho senate from East Texans 
who charged O'Dtiniel should have 
chosen an East Texan to succeed 
an East Texan, John Wood of 
Tlmpson, whose term was supposed 
to expire Feb. 15. 
Confirmation Expected 
Favorable comment from both 
East and West Texas senators led 
capltol observers to believe confir- 
mation would be forthcoming soon, 
.Sen, Allan Shivers of Port Arthur, 
chairman of the governor's nomi- 
nating committee, said the group 
would meet shortly and predicted 
its approval of West. 
The governor, in an interview, 
.said he had known West for some 
/f^ime and that the capitalist made 
'no application for the post. 
"I went to him and was most 
happy to obtain his acceptance of 
the nomination," the governor said. 
"I have been impressed with the 


,-| personality of the man and the 
1 great success he has achieved In 
the business world. He has all the 
qualifications 
necessary 
for 
the 
position and tho state is indeed 
fortunate to obtain the services of 
a man of his ability and exper- 
ience." 


Although West's name has not 
been mentioned in speculation, the 
appointment came as no great sur- 
prise. 


"The appointment is mighty fine 
nnd I think there will be no dif- 
ficulty over confirmation," Shivers 
said. 


Very Good Man 
Senator Weaver Moore of Hous- 
ton commented "West is a very 
good man." Senator Gordon Burns 
of Huntsville, who criticized the 
appointment of Hunter, termed it 
"the outstanding appointment of 
Governor O'Danlel." Senator Clay 
Cotton of Palestine said "a most 
wise selection. He will have no 
trouble being confirmed and will 
make an outstanding chairman of 
the commission." 
Wllbourne Collie of Eastland and 
, .George Moffett of Chillicothe, West

Texas members of tho upper cham- 
ber, likewise spoke favorably, Col- 
:lle saying: 
. "I understand he Is an outstand- 
ing citizen and I know of no objec- 
tion to him."

West came to Texas as a young 
boy, was educated in schools of 
this state and In early manhood 
entered the lumber business in East 
Texas. He is a native of Missis- 
sippi. 


He has been prominent In civic 
and business circles in Houston 
where he has resided since 1905. 
Ho recently sold some ranch and 
oil property for a consideration 
estimated at $40,000,000. 
His salary for the part-time Job 
of highway commissioner will be 
$4,000 a year.

NAVY TO BUILD TWO 
GREAT BATTLESHIPS 


WASHINGTON, March 
28.—<A>> 


—The White House announced to- 
day President Roosevelt had giv- 
en the navy authority to build 
,wo battleships of 45,000 tons each. 
Tho navy, which has authority 


under a 1P38 bill to build three 
new battleships, Is asking congress 
now for funds to start work on 
two of them. 
The White House said tho presi- 
dent gave authority for, the 45,- 
000-ton ships, largest over to bo 
constructed by tho United States, 
to Admiral William D. Leahy, 
chief of naval operations, about 
two months ago. 
At that time, It was said Infor- 


mation reached this country that 
certain other nalons intended to 
build 45,000-ton capital ships. Un- 
der the 1938 construction act tho 
president had 
the discretionary 
power to meet any such tonnage..

HIGH COURT DECISION MAKING 
INCOMES OF STATE AND FEDERAL 


EMPLOYES TAXABLE IS STUDIED 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—W> 
—The supreme court decision strip- 
ping state and federal employes 
of income tax immunity brought 
demands from senators' today for 
legislation to prevent 
retroactive 


taxation of state workers, 


It would be unfair, some sena- 


tors said, for tho treasury to as- 
sert back callms against 2,800,000 
state and local employes. 
They 
said states could impose back tax- 
es on the 1,200,000 federal work- 
ers, but predicted this would not 
be done. 


Tho 
general --expectation 
was 
that tho first federal tax would 
bo levied on the 1939 Incomes of 
state employes. 


The 8 to 2 court ruling, handed 


down yesterday, supported Presli- 
dent Roosevelt's contention that 
an amendment to the constitution 
was not necessary to permit the 
government and the states to tax 
each other's salaries. 


In the past the federal govern- 
ment has imposed Income taxes 
only on its own workers 
anrt 
states have taxed only state em- 
ployes. 
Officials said 33 states 
have Income tax laws. 


Some legislators said the decis- 
ion undoubtedly would be broad- 
ened in a future case to lift tax 
exemptions from Interest on state 
and federal bonds. 


"If you can tax the salaries, you 
can tax the securities," said Sen- 
ator Norrls 
(Ind-Neb.) 
"I 
feel 


confident the court will so rule." 
Statistics gathered by Senator 
Brown (D-Mlch) showed the fed- 
eral 
government 
could collect 


about $18,000,000 in income taxes 
from state employes each year. 
State collections from federal em- 
ployes would depend on rates im- 
posed by the various legislatures. 


Some states now specifically ex- 


empt federal workers from their 
income levies, and treasury au- 
thorities said they assumed these 
laws would be amended In order 
to take advantage of, the court 
decision. 


The removal of immunity will 
not affect many federal and state 
workers, 
because 
their 
salaries 
arc less than the basic exemptions 
granted in tax laws. Officials be- 
lieved, however, that aside from 
these exceptions all persons on 
public payrolls would be affected, 
except possibly federal judges. 
Reichsbank Head 
Sees Greater Need 
Maintaining Trade 


BERLIN, 
March 
30.— (JP)— 


Reichsbank President Funk to- 
day told the bank's central com- 
mittee establishment of "a new 
order" in Central Europe had in- 
creased rather than lessened ne- 
cessity of continuing Interrupted 
trade with Britain and France. 


Funk, who also is minister of 


economics, declared Germany was 
prepared to do business with the 
world — by her own methods. 


He said the world was stand- 
ing at the parting of the ways — 
either it must "surrender to the 
gold power of America or accept 
tho new methods of young, strong I 
progressive nations" . — meaning I 
Germany and Italy.

REPAY GRAIN LOANS 


FEDERAL GOVERNMENT MAY 
RANK WITH BOARDS OTHER 


EXPORTING NATIONS

Wheat farmers today pondered a 
decision which may make Uncle 
Sam a wheat owner ranking with 
government grain boards of other 
Important exporting nations. 
They must deTclde during the 
next few months how they will 
repay government loans on which 
they 
have 
pledged 
81,000,000 
bushels. 
They may retire their 
obligations cither with cash, pre- 
sumably selling wheat to obtain 
It, or by defaulting and turning 
the grain over to the government 
Grain market experts s a i d 
farmers would take the 
latter 
course If prices were below the 
loan value. 
Government 
officials have In- 
dicated most of tho "defaulted" 
grain would be held for future 
export. 
Argentina 
and Canada, 
as well as some other exporting 
nations, are marketing wheat un- 
der subsidy plans. 


The 1938 loan wheat Is under 
seal 
on 
farms 
and 
elevators 
throughout the grain belt. With- 
in tree or four months threshers 
will be piling up new grain into 
bins and a 1939 loan program Is 
expected to be announced soon. 
About 25 per cent of the wheat 


on which loans were granted was 
stored 
on farms. 
These 
loans 
mature May 31. Loans on the re- 
mainder stored in elevators ex- 
pire seven months from date. In 
the period from March 13 to May 
13 maturity will bo reached on 
loans Involving 11,000,000 bushels. 
Producers may 
decide between 
April 1 and June 15 whether to 
redeem their wheat. 


Unredeemed wheat will go to 
the Federal Surplus Commodities 
Corporation, which has been sub- 
sidizing the purchase of wheat 
for export since late last summer. 
In this manner 67,000,000 bushels 
have been sold abroad, all of It

—A house appropiratlons subcom- 
mittee studying the war depart- 
ment civil functions bill reserved 
time today to hear witnesses in- 
terested in the proposed Denison 
dam on the Red river between 
Oklahoma and Texas. 
House Majority Leader Rayburn 
(D-Texas) 
whose 
congressional 
district would contain part of the 
$54,000,000 project, said he would 
urge the appropriation of funds 
to start construction. 
Three Okluhomans who oppose 
the project and two who favor it 
also were ready to testify. 
The opponents were W. O. Coe, 
attorney for Gov, Leon C. Phil- 
lips of Oklahoma; C. C. Hatchett, 
Durant attorney, and Philip. Don- 
nell, Oklahoma A. and M. College 
engineer. The pair endorsing the 
project were G. W. Archibald, 
Durant publisher, and Glen Mc- 
Donald, Durant Chamber of Com- 
merce secretary. 
The opponents had asked hear- 
ings be postponed until April 7 
to wait a report of an independ- 
ent investigation ordered by Gov- 
ernor Phillips.

INHOUSEWEDNESDAY 


GOVERNOR COMES IN FOR 
SEVERE CRITICISM DURING 


DEBATE, HOWEVER 


AUSTIN, March 29.—( 


—The House today upheld 
Governor W. Lee O'Dan 
iel's veto of a resolution 
calling for an investigation 
of the prison system. 


The motion to override 


the veto received a vote of 
78 to 59, far short of the two- 
thirds majority needed 
for 
its 
adoption. 


O'Danlel's 
disapproval 
of 
the 
prison 
Investigation 
resolution 
was his first veto of an import- 
ant proposal. 


The vote sustaining the gover- 
nor was preceded by hot debate 
In which, he 
was 
alternately 
praised and attacked. 
Rep. Lonnle Alsup of Carthage, 


who made the motion to override, 
said he intended no slap at the 
governor but that if the system 
was needlessly losing a substan- 
tial amount of money, as O'Dan- 
lel alleged, there should be an 
investigation. 
Rep. J. K. Russell of Cleburne 


countered with an assertion the 
house should not override 
the 
veto but should give -O'Danlel the 
type of investigating committee 
he wants. 
"The governor," 
he 
warned, 


"still has the 
confidence of a 
great majority of the people of 
Texas." 
Where Differences Were 
The difference between the gov- 


ernor and the lawmakers was in 
regard to the make-up of the pro- 
posed 
investigating 
committee. 


O'Danlel had suggested the group 
be composed largely of business 
men outside the legislature while 
the house and senate decided It 
should consist entirely of law- 
makers. 
Rep. W., J. Galbreath of Whar- 


ton, 
speak'ing for the motion to 


override, said it would be "more 
in line for the house to appoint 
three members to help run the 
governor's office 
than for 
the 


governor to name part of the 
personnel for the prison system 
inquiry." 
• "Let him get representatives of 
the special interests w,lth whom 
he has been associating and go 
down to the prison system and 
make his own investigation if he 
wants to," shouted the Wharton 
blacksmith. 
"The governor 
so 
far 
has 
shown no great ability to pick 
persons for positions. If we in the 
legislature don't have the intelli- 
gence to Investigate any person, 
the governor Included, the people 
elected the wrong men." 
Against Poor People 


Galbreath charged the 
gover- 
nor's "every move so far" had 
been against the poor people of 
the state. 
"His propaganda has gone out 
over the radio to fool the old 
people and everybody else," the 
Wharton 
representative shouted. 
"Let's investigate the affairs of 
the state and its Institutions in 
our own way. This is not the 
governor's legislature, nor a one- 
man legislature. 
"It's time we told everybody 
to tend to their own business and 
let us alone." 


Rep. E. R. Wright of Hunts- 


ville, who had introduced a reso- 
lution embodying the 
governor's 
request, spoke in favor of an in- 
vestigation. 


"The legislature has* expressed 
itself in favor of an investiga- 
tion and if you want it, let's 
override the 
governor's 
veto," 
Wright said. "My objective is to 
get a fair appraisal of the prison 
management and I believe the 
route we chose will result In a 
fair Investigation. 
The governor 
has told me it was allrlght with 
him to look into the prison sys- j 
tern's affairs. 
"This won't be a slap at the 
governor." 
Rep. J. E. Winfree of Houston, 
chairman of the house peniten- 
tiaries committee, said 
he 
had 
studied reports of the prison man- 
agement and made his own in- 
vestigation.. 
Perfect Political Macjilne . 
"I tell you," he shouted, "I was 
told the system waa the most per- 
fect, the cleverest political ma- 
chine ever set up in this state. 
That was an understatement. It's 
double clever. 
"I have been trying to get an 


Investigation but every 
time I 
tried to' I have 
been 
kicked, 
stomped, muzzled and sat down 
on. There has been a lot of lob- 
bying going on to keep this in- 
vestigation 
from 
coming 
up. 


They've even, tried to poison my 
committee afgatnst me/' 
The 
Houston 
representative 
charged efforts had been made 
to 
prejudice 
certain . persons 
against him by saying he wanted 
the position of prison manager. 
"I tell you I never have been, 
am not now and never will be a 
candidate for that job. 
"I think, however, the present 


management is so rotten it stinks 
to high heaven." 
Winfree said the prison system 
had cost the taxpayers $1,200,000 
In 1937 and 
$1,700,000 In 1938. 
"That," he asserted, "In spite 


of the fact they have 55,000 acres 
in 
cultivation 
and 
more than 


7,000 employees with no 
labor 


costs."West Appointment Echo. 
O'Danlels' choice yesterday of 
J, M. West of Houston, a multi- 
millionaire, as chairman of the 
highway commission echoed . in 
the debate. 
"When you sponsor the govern- 
ors' resolution for a prison Inves- 
tigation," Rep. Rosa Hardin of 
Paririo Hill inquired of Winfree, 
"will you accept an amendment 
that the business men he appoints 
on the committee must be worth 
at least twenty or thirty million 
dollars?" 
"The biggest thing the govern- 
or has done," Winfree quickly re- 
torted, "Is to appoint Jim West." 
"Do you think any man could 
have the Interests of the common 
people at 
heart," 
Hardin shot 
back, "and have bathroom fix- 
tures worth $22,000?" 
Winfree replied that West rose 
from the ranks of the common 
people and fully appreciated their 
problems. _

TEXASNEWSPAPER MAN OFFERED

NAME ROGER Q. MILLS CANDIDATE 
FOR PRESIDEOT OF UNITED STATES 


A Texas newspaper once offered 
the name of the late Senator Rog- 
er Q. Mills as a candidate for the 
presidency of the United States. 
This information was supplied the 
Corslcana Daily Sun this week 
by the editor who advanced the 
name of the famous representa- 
tive of Corslcana and Navarro 
county in state and federal gov- 
ernmental 
positions, Walter 
D. 


Adams of Forney. 
This revelation was made in the 


following letter from Mr. Adams: 
"Until proof to the contrary is 


presented I claim the honor of 
being tho first if not the only 
newspaper man to offer the name 
of R. Q. Mills as a candidate for 
president of the United States. 1 
am enclosing a photographic copy 
of the Forney Daily Heel Fly to 
establish my claim. 


Fourteen Years Old. 


"I was at that time 14 years old 
and had completed a two-year ap- 
prenticeship on the Kaufman Sun 
and came to Forney to work for 
$4 per week. "Mary Jane" Cox, 
my boss, left for California with 
a Texas Press Association excur- 
sion and left me to get out his 
paper. 
His equipment consisted 


of a Washington hand press and 
a small job press. 
I could not 
reach 
the handle to pull the 
"Washington" sd I decided to go 
on "my own" with a daily and 
assume responsibility for its news 
and editorial policy. When "Mary 
Jane" returned with a dark brown 
taste In his mouth all he could 
do was to smile—the harm had 


been done. I did not exactly get 
fired but did not work a hell of a 
long time for him after that. 


Great Admirer Mills. 


"I was a great admirer of Col. 


Mills and on account of the sec- 
tional feeling that prevailed at 
that time no one would have ser- 
iously presented the name of any 
Texan for the presidency, It was 
due to youthful impetuosity that 
I should have had. the temerity to 
present TWO Texans to head the 
.ticket—guess I must have thought 
that If we could elect one that we 
might as well elect TWO." 
The photographic copy of tho 
newspaper shows it to have been 
called "The Daily Heel-Fly," list- 
ing Walter Adams as editor, and 
was dated "Forney, Texas, April 6, 
1887." 
The late senator's name 
as included In "Our Ticket—For 
President, R. Q. Mills. For Vice 
President, B. Glbbs." 
This was 
followed by the list of candidates 
for municipal positions In Forney 
as mayor and aldermen 
Letter of Thank*. 
Another historical document In 
Mr. Adams' possession Is a letter 
in Senator Mills' own handwriting 
on tho official stationery of the 
House of Representatives, U. S., 
which at that time was ruled sim- 
ilar to the ordinary writing tab- 
lets of the modern day The let- 
ter was dated January 18, 1892, 
and follows: 
"Walter D. Adams, Esq. 
Dear Sir: 
I have yours of June llth and 
thank you for your kind offer to
